She is 93 feet ov er all, 80 feet w ater lino, 
23 feet beam, and 8 feet 2 inches draught. 
In sev eral trial races and regattas in east­ 
ern w aters she beat all the crack Boston 
yachts, and has now further distinguished 
herself by winning tw o races out of three 
against the Priscilla, the pride of the 
N o w 
Yorkers. Though sorely against their will, 
the international race com m ittee of the 
the New Y ork club will be obliged to select 
her to sail the throe races with the Gonesta, 
S ept 7, 9 and 11. 
The British cutter 
yacht G enev a was 
built a t Fartick, on tho Clyde, and launche 1 
in May, 1884. 
She is of composite build — 
tha t is, with steel fram e, and olin a n ! teak 
planking.

OUT 
OF “ SOCIETY.” 
. 
NO STINGING WORDS LEFT BEHIND 


FO R A N Y BO D Y . 


Ex perience of a Wide Awake, rigorous 
Young 
Man In New 
l'ork — Not 
Like London or Paris—Early 
Closing. 


[Brooklyn Eagle.! 
It is said that the early closing movement, 
if such a term may be applied in this in­ 
stance— which the society lad eg of New 
Y o rk tried to inaugurate last 
year, 
is 
doomed to bitter failure when next season 
opens. 
This doesn’t refer to shops but to 
dances. 
It has been apparent for several 
seasons that the wear and tear on young 
society men who were in business would 
have to be alleviated. 
Dancing until 3 or 4 
o'clock in the morning, 
hurrying home, 
snatching four hours’ sleep and going down 
to business, 
heavy-eyed, 
tremulous 
and 
weary is not conducive to the health or 
cheerfulness of the young society 
man. 
There is no leisure cla9s hero as in London 
or Paris, from which to draw a supply of 
dancing men, aad so society womon decided 
t > look after the health of the young men by 
inaugurating eariy dances. 
The scheme was much discussed and well 
indorsed, but it is now doomed to failure, 
for it has been definitely settled in London 
that it is proper to serve the supper after 
the cotilliou or german, as it is usualiy 
called here. 
This means a supper at 2 
o’clock as a general thing, and that keeps 
the festive young man out of his little bed 
just os it did a year or two ago. 
The young 
man who works for his living in New Y o rk 
hasn’t much of a chance, after all, socially. 
The men who are thoroughly in society 
have no time for anything else than their 
social duties. 
Hence, society is largely com­ 
posed of younger sons and aged beaux. 
A wide awake and vigorous young Amer* 
can is not content with a continuous round 
of luncheons, teas, dinners and dances. 
He 
must go into busineas, athletics, racing, a 
profession— must do something in fact, and 
as soon as he goes to work he must of neces­ 
sity drop his social pleasures. 
I have an 
acquaintance who has within two years es­ 
tablished himself as a printer and publisher 
on a ¡-mall scale. 
He is a man of scholarly 
attainments, a graduate of H arvard, and 
Las been admlttod to the bar. 
A natural 
taste led him into artistic printing, and by 
sticking close to his work he has built up a 
paying business and laid the foundation of 
what is confidently expected to be a great 
publishing house in 
the future. 
Less than 
four years ago ha was a society man in the 
widest acceptation of the term. 
His name 
appeared in society reports constantly; ho 
was a fashionable leader of the Germau, 
had officiated as best man for dozens of 
well-known men, and 6 pent all of his time 
on tne wing. 
“ For a long while,” ho said, UI felt that 
business was low. 
I classed all merchants 
as shop-keepers, and looked down on trade. 
I did not realize how a man felt who was in 
business for himself. 
It seems to me that 
one grows to like hi3 business a3 he would 
his child, and that ho takes the same inter­ 
est in its growth. 
I get down town at half­ 
past 8 every morniug, and stay till 5. 
As a 
rule, I dine here at the club, because my 
people entertain a good deal, and I find I'm 
more or less in the w ay.” 
“Y ou ’re quite out of the swim now?” 
“ Ob, quite,” ho said, with a smile. 
‘There 
is no middle course in New Y ork society, 
you know. 
A man must be altogether in or 
altogether out 
It is different on the other 
side. 
In London or Paris if you are once 
< n the invitation lists of leading society 
matrons you are free to attend or not as 
you choose, or as affairs permit. 
It is nof 
thought harshly of there If youabsent*your- 
self for a time. 
Theory ia that you are so­ 
cially eligible and valuable and that you con­ 
tinue so no matter how many cards you re­ 
fuse. 
It is very different here. 
Women 
who entertain extensively in New Y ork arc 
imperious to the last degree 
It is every­ 
thing or nothing with them, and if you de­ 
cline two or three successive iuvitations 
they promptly drop you, no matter what 
your connections or social position may be. 
Take my caso as au example. 
I was a 
¡-lave for several years to society women. 
I 
danced till I ran down to 130 pounds, 
whereas I now weigh a clean 17 a 
M y skin 
grew yellow from eating confections at late 
supper.-, 
and I slept every 
morning till 
after 11. 
It was a croz3 with me, but a 
very enjoyablo one, for cue can find nc 
more enjoyable companionship than among 
the beautiful girls of Now York society. 
They are 
bright, 
dever, agreeable and 
beautiful! 
W ell, I made up m y mind one 
day to go in t) business, and I went at it, 
hammer and tongs. 
For some weeks I tried 
io keeps up a limited social connection, but 
I b und it wouldn't work. 
If I wont out to 
♦wo dinuars a week that mado, with the 
uece-ary party calls, four social vidts. 
That 
was four nights out of the week. 
W h at re­ 
mained was spent at tho club. 
I'm fond oi 
athletics, and now put in two nigbte a wool: 
at tho Racquet clu L 
“ 1 don't knowhow it happened 
exactly 
yet, but the fact remains that in tho course 
of a year 
I found myself almost as com* 
l le tel y aloof from tho social world as though 
1 had iu«t arrived from Ireland. 
My sister

the Stilts of Fame. 


[George Alfred Townsend in Boston Globe.] 
The last man of great iucentive is dead, 
leaving the lesson that a true democracy 
never runs dry of talent, 
but produces its 
best material. 
No highly respectable north­ 
ern person in the year 1860 seemed to grow 
after that time, while men from new and 
obscure parts of the country appeared like 
farm-fed trotting horses in response to the 
the offer of a premium, and soon passed the 
old-established conservative reputations of 
Scott, 
Wool. 
Banks, 
Shields, 
Patterson, 
Seward—for Seward had commanded 
a 
m ilitia regiment, as Cameron and Forney 
had been generals or colonels, were wiped 
out by Lincoln from \he Sangamon country, 
Grant from the Galena region, 
Sheridan 
from Lexington, Ohio, instead of the older 
Lexington«; 
Sherman from a 
street-car 
railroad in S t Louis, 
Stanton from the 
grim y skies over Steubenvilb*, Thomas from 
the scene of N at Turner’s insurrection in the 
Virginia pines, Garfield, the canal-boat boy, 
and 
Farragut, the 
Tennessee 
mountain 
child. 
One after another the old colonial name9 
dropped off, desperately clinging, like the 
wbe and skeptical folks, 
from the tree- 
tops as the deluge of Noah rose. 
W e saw 
the founders of the w ar party go like the 
m ilitary exquisites—Chase 
and Sumner, 
like Bragg and Halleck. 
So it has bean in 
every great revolution, and so it w ill ever 
be. 
The officers of the revolutionary war, 
Dearborn, etc., were found to bo imbeciles 
for the war of IS !3. 
Happy is the country 
which relies upon tho swelling tide of youth 
rather than upon the deceitful wisdom and 
formula* of age, and, in spite of his fine 
speeches, is relieved when Polonius dies. 
The art w hich was tho con ceit of the well» 
descended and d id actic has 
becom e the 
spoil of thG common people, and the dead 
son of Je-se, the tanner, is the dead W e ll­ 
ington of the world to-day. 
There still w ill be people to show where 
Gen. Graut might have altered his policy or 
behavior, as if human biography was to be­ 
come as perfect and spherical as a billiard 
I all; but by the weakness of men they aro 
both defined and beloved; and 
woe to the 
perfect man least ha to too perfect in bis 
self-love. 
Never was there a man so tremendously 
denounced as G rant by Sumner. 
He went 
to Sumner’s funeral, as to Greeley’s and to 
Chase’s, and these three were his chief de­ 
tractors, men unwilling to see their influence 
and bias and prospects pass away, and like 
Saul and his captains, they were mortified 
by this son of Jesse. 
Gen. Grant left no stinging words behind 
him for any body. 
He could shake the 
world in battle, but of jibe and retaliation 
was as barren as a lamb, and in this respect 
was one of the most Christian—rather gen­ 
tle—men upon tho globe. 
He must needs have been hated, 
what­ 
ever his course of conduct would have been, 
but it was his singular great fortune to 
Lave been first heartily hatel and 
finally 
heartily beloved. He received in their prod­ 
igal wastefulness, like old K ing Lear, 
the 
tempest of man and heaven, but gained his 
philosophy thereby, and less than any man 
of note in our day bos his picture changed 
with time. 
He died burdened as much as 
he was before ho came to our knowledge, 
and as he had no enemies at 
that former 
time in spite of his relapsing, 
he dies at 
plaintive peace with the world, though ruin 
had again discharged its torrents around 
his hoad. 
W hen truly great men die. like Raleigh 
and Bacon, Cromwell and Napoleon, there 
is apt to be some m ighty reprimand from 
heaven to emphasize their m ortality; it 
may be poverty, or it may bo temptation 
and shame, but whatever it be, it is moro 
useful than dull monotony of success, with 
its pciutlo-s moral. 
The very vices of great 
men aro Eornotirr.es their preservative me­ 
dium, as H enry of N avarre survives by his 
most hearty amours. 
But Gen. G rant was 
without any vice he did not master. 
In an ago of illicit pleasures he was the 
domestic pattern of a virtuous husband. He 
married in his youth and died in his might, 
pure and unspotted from tho world. 
The 
presumption that has been 
raised against 
Washington himself nevor lodged against 
this man of a nicr) crowded age. 
Is thero 
a man wearing a crown, or likely to wear 
one in Europe, for whom tho same can be 
claimed ? 
Tho main use of Gen. G rant to his coun­ 
tryman has been to break the stilts of fame 
and let public greatness down to tho level of 
the founder of our ora. 
Grant al-o walked 
where nature led the way, into the eorn- 
fielis, amongst the publicans and into the 
temple of the money-changer. 
Where he 
f-iiled wo all shall fail if we imitate him: to 
become a very rich banker, to outrun ex­ 
ample and to temp, succovs too far. 
In those m atter: he was 
the victim of 
things 1 o broke d wn. 
His domestic life 
was cast union:;-: 
tho social remains of 
aristocratic Avery, and after he rose to 
gr< nr stato’T; his fam ily pattern© 1 less after 
hi* Ample* hero nature than the social com* 
p-titi* -us of the world. 
D wu-! said to me by an 
intimate of his 
household recently: “ Grant himself could

stands. David Burns, as his name indicate*, 
was a Scotchman. 
He was one of the fir-d 
residents of Washington. 
The 
“ widow’s 
mito farm ,” embracing OOJ acres, and run­ 
ning from the observatory to about where 
the patent office stands, wa9 his property. 
It had belonged to the 
Burns estate since 
about IGDO, 100 years beforo the city of 
Washington was founded. 
When Gen. Washington was authorized 
by cougross to purchase the land on which 
tho city of Washington was to be built he 
came in contact with D avy a number of 
times. 
Tho Carrolls owned all of what is 
now tho eastern part of the city, and especi­ 
ally that part known os Capitol hill. 
The 
first meeting between 
Gen. 
Washington 
and D avy Burns took place under a tree in 
front of the Burn’s cottage. 
The tree st.ll 
stands. 
D avy refused to sell his farm, and 
Washington had to bulldoze him consider­ 
ably to even get him to talk about i t 
His 
[»each orchard was about where the W hite 
House now stands. 
It occupied all of tho 
ground wore Lafayette square is located. It 
was a favorite walk for Gen. 
Washington 
and D avy to stroll from the cottage over to 
the peach orchard. 
After a couple of weeks’ talking Burns 
mado up his mind 
that he would not xelL 
“Y e can tell your congress 
folfeo,” 
«aid 
Davy, “that David Burns won’t be force 1 
out of his bouse, that he won’t sell, and that 
he won’t talk any 
more about it.”

Washington left him, and while he did not 
officially report to congress, he told every 
one bo talked on the subject with that Mr. 
Burns was by large odds the most ohAinuto 
man he had ever mot.
